This evening reports ‘from 
various party of the’ country 
tell the story of the disastrous 
effects of rains on crops and 
transport, Farmers have auffer- 
ed most. In Buckinghamshite 
a great effort to . gather the 
crops had been arranged for 
this week-end but rain foll with- 
out stop today and the harvest 
may prove to be one of the 
worst in living memory. 

One farmer “estimated tliat 
three-quarters of Buckingham- 
shiro’s harvest was being ruin- 
ed_in the rain-drenched fields. 

In Sdlisbury, Wiltshire, o ‘30-. 
minute delugo with thunder and 
lightning coming after o night 
of steady rain turned . streets 
into canals, ve : 

Londen had 0.37 inches of 
rain between 10.00 ‘p.m, last 
aight and 3.00 p.m. today, Some 
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of London's western outskirts 
were covered by up to ope foot 
of water. 

Railway services in the west 
of England were disorganised 
and the double-track’ line near 
Exeter, Devon, was completely 
blocked. In one station in the 
Exeter. area tho water reached 
the platform, Miny houses at 
Honiton stood in four feet ‘of 
water when the Glen burst its 
banks, Furnitusc and houso- 
hold ‘articles floated ~ along 
Btreets. 

The'narea of last night's rains 
extended as far os River Mar- 
sey and Humber, ‘but this even- 
ing reports say that skies were 
clearing in the Weat and north- 
west of England-—Reuter.

UNO MEETING 
POSTPONEMENT? 


Paris, Sept. 9. 

The Council of Foreign 
Ministers voted today to 
ask the United Nations 
to consider postponing 
its next schedyled meet- 
ing at New York for one 
month, to October 23. 
The United States did 
not associate itself with 
the proposal, 


Informed sources here said the 
Forelgn Ministers have olready 
decided to meet in New York in 
October to present.to the Gener- 
al Assembly the peace treaties 
now belng drafted by the 21-na- 
tion Peace Conference with five 
enemy states, and to begin draft- 
ing treaties oe Germany and 
Austria. 

Official auiacters ‘sald the Unit- 
ed States had issued a statement 
saying it would not oppose the 
Ministers’ decision. 

Britain provisionally assoctated 
itself with the request for post~ 
ponement, but deferred final ac- 
tion pending word from Foreign 
Minister Bevin, who has returned 
to London for a conference on 
Palestine. :

Several Russian’ - controlled 
newspapers in Berlin today at- 
tacked the speech’ made last 
Fridoy in Stuttgart by Mr. 
James F. Byrnes, the United: 
States Secretary of State, in 
which he referred to the pos- 
sibility of the future Germany | 
being a federation of’ states. 

The “Neues Deutschland,” 
Crgan of the Socialist party 
said: “Such a breaking up of 
Germany's anti-Iascist: forces 
would only benefit the reac- 
tionarics.” It was only the 
division of Germany into a mass 
of amall states inthe past which. 
shindered the development of 
democracy and gave Prussia the 
chance to dominate the roat, the 
paper added. 

Though the Prussian domina- 
tion was finished the danger 


1 still existed that a new federa- 


lising of Germany would allow 
some other German province to 
play a similar role. 

The paper appealed for “de- 
termined resistance to all open 
or disguised federalisation ‘plans 
by all who are honestly striving 
to make Germany a penceful 
and democratic land.’\—Router.

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NEW ‘BULWARKS 


At his long-delayed — installa- 
tion as Warden of the Cinque 
Ports, Mr. Churchill reminded 
the world that the English Chan- 
nel “can no longer be the bul- 
wark for freedom in Europe.” 
The age that was typified in the 
mediaeval ceremonial lingers on 
only in its pageantry. , We have 
passed from the days when the 


| Warden had in his charge the 


security of the narrow seas, and 
the ports of the South Coast 
furnished, and manned the ships 
that built an Empire. Yet that 
era is a glorious memory, and 
Dover, with the scars of battle 
still visible in its wrecked build- 
ings, may feel pride in the part, 
it played in resisting the latest 
assault on freedom. - | 

In that “new age” of which 
Mr. Churchill spoke, incidentally 
on the fifth anniversary of the 
signing of the Atlantic Charter, 
the world still 
grope rather uncertainly* for the 
means to secure peace., The ideal 
is in all minds, but its achieve- 
ment is beset by the doubts and 
mispivings that are. a legacy of re- 
experitnce, During — the 
painful search for those combina- 
tions that are “to save the future 
peace and happiness of the world’ 
we have still to keep our powder 
dry. The very fact that the atom 
omb, the rocket and the acro- 
plane have weakened the old sense 
of sccurity that the Channel ghve 
makes it more imperative that we 
shall stand on‘ guard. Men may 
share Mr. Churchill’s refusal to 
despair of a fair future, but un- 
til the new bulwarks are firmly 
built they will keep alive the 
spirit that inspired the Wardens 
of old, and maintain the watch on 
events that held the Channel in- 
violate through centuries. 


WoT, NO “WATER! 


. The imposition of water res- 
trictions snnounced today and 
taking cffect tomorrow suggests 
caution carried to an extreme, The 
reasons advanced for the decision 
will ceftainly not carry much con- 
viction to those whose themories 
go back further than 1945 and 
are able to recall that our reser- 
voirs have had to support a popu- 
lation far larger than we have to- 
day.

A poor man pays for medicine 
and food, ond patent mediciner 
are taxed. A rich man in able 
to buy motorcars, refrigeratars, 
‘and such things, which the poor 
would never dream of getting, 
on which no tnx at all Is collect- 
ed, unless the motor-ents are of 
non-British make. How is the 
rich man to he made to pay 
except through’ Income Tax. 

The atrike of the ferries waa 
an example of what is going on. 
it would be interesting to know 
how much the strike cost, 1t is 
well known that the strikers 
were asking for better conditions 
of pay, cte, for a long time, nnd 
it is a sad thing that it was 
necessury for them to strik?

Trieste 

: Trieste, Sept. 8. 

Street fighting broke out in 
Trieste today when United 
States -and British military and 
Venezia Givlia etvil police broke 
up a pro-Yugoslav crowd. 

Despite an Allicd Milltory 
government ban on demonstra- 
tions the crowd ‘had eathered to 
commemorate the _ anniversary 
of tho shooting of four anti- 
Fascist Slovenes 16 years ogo. 

The crowd seized flower pots 
from the neighbouring stands 
and hurled them at the Amerl-. 
cans na thoy charged with 
trunchcons. ‘ 

‘As tho crowd was forced up- 
hill out of the Piazza Garibatdl, 
where they started hurling 
stones at the British and 
Amerlicans-and the civil police, 
the allies opened fire. 

They fired about 12 shots 
avithout causing any casualtics. 

The crowd then formed a pro- 
cession about 600, strong and, 
carrying wreaths, marched wp- 
hill through the pro;Yugoslav 
stronghold of San Giacomo, 
where a small shooting incident 
occurred as American police in 
a jeop tried to break up groups 
of civilians, '
